White Plains, May 23. — Walter S. 


\Vard. wealthy baker's son, who yes- 
terday surrendered himself with the 
statement that last week he had shot 
in self-defense Clarence Peters, a for- 
mer marine, whom he charged with 
blackmailing him, nearly died from 
poison about six weeks, ago. 
This became kno-.vn late today when 


Ilr Orviile H. Schell stated that he 
had been summoned to the home of 
young Ward and found him writh- 
ing on the floor with an empty bottle 
of" poison beside him. 


••It Is my personal opinion that the 


taking of the poison was accidental," 
Dr. Schell said. "I do not know dif- 
ferently and you must believe the man 
is innocent until he is proved guilty. 
jlr Ward is subject to very serious 
hea"aaches and it is an easy thing to 
get medicines mixed in the dark. He 
had a narrow escape." 
Meanwhile, as the authorities spent 


the day checking

in detail the 


«:ory told by Ward of a running pistol 
light with three alleged blackmailers 
with whom he had held rendezvous, 
the nature of the hold which they 
had Upon him—and which was alleg- 
ed to have led to a ?30,000 payment— 
remained secret. 
In this connection, it was learned 


that shortly before the shooting, "Ward 
had received from his father, George 
S Ward, millionaire head of the Ward 
Baking company, then on the liner 
Majestic, a radio reading, "Not one 
cent for blackmail." This message re- 
plied to one from his son. telling him 
of additional demands made on him. 


Wife Professes Confidence. 


The young -wife, seen today at her 


home in New Rochelle, 
where her 


husband is police commissioner, pro- 
fessed stoutly her confidence in him. 
It was evident that the spectacular 
developments, of the last few days had 
left their trace on her, but in answer 
to questions by reporters she replied 
promptly: 
"I have the utmost confidence In 


my husband. 
I do not believe any

RETAIL DRUGGISTS 


COME UNDER FIRE 


Charge Excessive and Exorbitant 


Prices for Medicines, Sen- 


ate Is Told 


Washington, May 23.—Retail drug- 


gists came under fire today in the 
senate for what were described as 
excesive and exorbitant price charges 
made for medicines. 
Senator Smoot 


predicted that an 
investigation" of 


prices was coming and said when it 
did the public would know the truth 
about who made the profits. 


The attack on the druggists was 


made during debate on a committee 
recomjmendation that the present tar- 
iff duty of 15 per cent ad valorem on 
calomel be tripled. 
Senator Smoot 


declared that if this medicine were 
placed on the free list there would-be 
no reduction in the price by the re- 
tailers. 


Remarking that there was no doubt 


that the druggists were charging ex- 
cessive prices, Senator Xorris, Repub- 
lican, of Nebraska, told the senate he 
did not want to be an instrumentality 
of the government that would put the 
druggists in a position where they 
could Justify the prices they charged. 


Senator Smooth argued that the 45 


per cent rate was necessary compen- 
sation tc the manufacturers of calo- 
mel because of the increased duty on 
quicksilver which had been voted by 
the senate. 


After rejecting, 16 to 33, an amend- 


ment by Senator Simmons to continue 
the Underwood law duty of 15 per 
cent, the senate approved the commit- 
tee rate, 35 to 16.

pine to pine. It must pass from pine 
to currant or gooseberry bushes to 
haVs power to harm tho pine; hence 
destroying the currant and gooseberry 
bushes In any given area stops further 
Infection there. 


Currants And gooseberries, 
both 


wild and cultivated, are heavily and 
generally Infected from Lake George 
to the Canadian line. 
.Wild currant 


and gooseberry bushes are so close 
to the pines throughout tho greater 
portion of this pine belt that the only 
hops of saving the pine lies In the 
Immediate eradication of currant and 
gooseberry bushes In pine areas that 
are worth protecting. 


Compared with the annual returns 


from well-stocked pine growth, the 
: average Btand can be protected nt 
' email cost. No other forest tree la so 
profitable In its growth as white pine 
and It need not be destroyed If action 
Is prompt and on an adequate scale. 


A few email seedling and currant 


bushes may remain after the eradica- 
tion work has been done but these 
; can ;grow for about five years before 
they, attain sufficient size to Infect the 
nearby pine seriously. 


The work done by the Conserva- 


tion Commission In preceding years 
has demonstrated that the sprsad oC 
the blister rust can be checked by the 
eradication of nil currant and goose- 
berry bushes within 200 or 300 yards 
of white pine trees, but tor this work

Dairymen's league Farmers Will Be 
Paid Tomorrow at Bate ot $1.33}£ 
or Below Actual Cost or Produc- 
tion, 
Checks will be Issued tomorrow by 


:he Dairymen's League Co-Operative 
Association, Inc.. to pay 
for 
April 


milk. The pooled price, after deduc- 
ions are made for expenses, adver- 
ising, depeclatlon, etc., ia J1.335 per 
hundred pounds for three per cent 
milk at the 201-210 milo zone. From 
this the farmers loan to their asao- 
cla^lon ten cents a hundred pounds for 
tho acquiring of plants and 
equip- 


ment, for which certificates of indebt- 
edness are issued. This deduction has 
been reduced from the usual loan of 
20 cents a hundred because of the low 
price. 


The cash price paid farmers la $.105 


below tho cash price for March. 
If 


consideration is given to the Increas- 
ed volume of pooled milk for April 
over that for March, poolers will re- 
ceive more total money for April even 
though the pooled 
price 
declined 


somewhat. The price, 
however. 
Is 


below tho farmer's cost of production 
and ia due to the largo volume of milk 
and also to tho fact that a minority 
of. tho dairymen have failed to sup- 
port the pool. 


A statement which will accompany 
the April checks to 
poolers shows 


that B1.S23 members participated in 
tho April pool. The actual number, 
however, will be approximately f>4,- 
000, 
because 
not all of tho dealers 


have reported nt this time. 
Of the 


51,823 members already reported in 
the pool, 30,SOS delivered milk to 037 
plutits operated by clcnler.i and 15,016 
mombo>H delivered to 127 p!;ints op- 
crated .by tho Co-Oneratlvo associa- 
tion.
